To this end
they have proprsed the counter plan for
consideration he=e, that all factional
leadera join in a peace conference, select
a man for privisional president and then
holdl regular elections. If Carransa will
not yield to this, they suggest that the
United States support them Iin such a
conference without him, provided they
ecan show that they represent & majority
of the prople.

it is botween these two plans that the
United States may be forced to find a
middie ground for settling the Mexican
situation without armed intervention.
